REQUESTED ACTION:

City Council approval is requested for the proposed 2010 Regional Transportation Improvement
Program (RTIP) Amendment and the required SANDAG resolutions.

STAFF RECOMMENDATION:

Approve the resolutions.

1.

Authorizing the City of San Diego’s submission to revise the 2010 Regional
Transportation Improvement Program (RTIP) and confirming that the City of San Diego is
in compliance with the TransNet Ordinances as required by SANDAG and outhned in the
resolutions to follow; and :

~ Pursuant to Section 2 (C)(1) of the TransNet Extension Ordinance, the City of San Dicgo

certifies that no more than 30 percent of its annual revenues shall be spent on maintenance-
related projects; and

PUIsuant to Section 4 (E)(3) of the TransNet Extension Ordinance, the City of San Diego
certifies that all new projects, or major reconstruction projects, funded by TransNet
revenues shall accommodate travel by pedestrians and bicyclists, and that any exception to
this requirement permitted under the Ordinance and proposed, shall be clearly noticed as
part of the City of San Diego’s public hearing process; and

Pursuant to Section 8§ of the TransNet Extension Ordinance, the City of San Diego certifies
that it has included an amount of local discretionary funding for street and road purposes in '
its budget for this fiscal year that is at least equal to the most recently established minimum
maintenance of effort requirement adopted by SANDAG and that it intends to continue to
do so in each year of the five-year period covered by the RTIP; and

Pursuant to Section 9A of the TransNet Extension Ordinance, the City of San Diego -
certifies that 1t will extract $1,979 from the private sector for each newly constructed multi-
family residentia! housing unit and $2,474 per single-family residential unit in that .
jurisdiction to comply with the provisions of the Regional Transportation Congestion

Improvement Program (RTCIP); and

Pursuant to Section 13 of the TransNet Extension Ordinance, the City of San Diego certifies
that it has established a separate Transportation Improvement Account for TransNet




revenues with interest earned expended only for those purposes for which the funds were
- allocated; and

7. Pursuant to Section 18 of the TransNet Extension Ordinance, the City of San Diego
certifies that each project of $250,000 or more will be clearly designated during construction
with TransNet project funding identification signs; and

8. The City of San Diego certifies that all other applicable provisions of TransNet Extensmn
Ordinance have been met; and

9. The City of San Diego agrees to indemnify, hold harmless, and defend the SANDAG, the
" San Diego County Regional Transportation Commission, and all officers and employees
thereof against all causes of action or claims to local TransNet funded projects; and

10. Authorizing the Chief Financial Ofﬁcer or her demgnee to modify TransNet appropriations
to be in agreement with the 2010 RTIP; and

1 1.- Authorizing the Chief Financial Officer, or her designee, to reduce the Fiscal Year 2011 CIP
' Program budget by $315,000 in Fund 400677, TransNet ARRA, CIP S-00001, Imperial
Avenue Bus & Trolley Station Enhancements, for the purpose of closing the project; and

12. Authorizing the Chief Financial Officer, or her designee, to de-appropriate $315,000 in Fund
400677, TransNet ARRA, CIP 8-00001, Imperial Avenue Bus & Trolley Station
Enhancements; and .

13. Authorizing the Chief ¥ inancial Officer, or her designee, to transfer funds not to exceed
$315,000 from CIP S-00001, Imperial Avenue Bus & Trolley Station Enhancements, Fund
400677, TransNet ARRA, to Fund 400677, TransNet ARRA fund balance; and

14. Authorizing the Chief Financial Officer to increase the Fiscal Year 2011 and 2012 Capital
Improvements Program budget by $7,147,441 of which $6,167,441 is from Fund 400156,
TransNet Prop. A %: Cent Sales Tax ($6,041,227 is for FY2012) and $980,000 is from Fund
400174, RTCIP and

15. Authorizing the Chief Financial Officer to appropriate and expend §7,147,4410f which
$6,167,441 is from Fund 400156, TransNet Prop. A % Cent Sales and $980 000, is in Fund
400174, RTCIP, per the attached hst of projects.

EXECUTIVE SUMMARY: '

SANDAG, as the Metropolitan Planning Organization and the Regional Transportation Planning
Agency, is required by state and federal laws to develop and adopt a Regional Transportation
Improvement Program (RTIP). The RTIP is a multi-billion dollar, multi-year program of
proposed projects for major highway, arterial, transit, and bikeway projects including the
TransNet Program of Projects. '

The San Diego Transportation Improvement Program Ordinance and Expenditure Plan provide
that SANDAG, acting as the Regional Transportation Commission, shall approve a multi-year
program of projects submitted by local jurisdictions identifying those transportation projects
eligible to use transportation sales tax (TransNet) funds. The 2010 RTIP covers Fiscal Year
2010 through Fiscal Year 2014 and includes the 2011 through 2015 TransNet Program of
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- Projects. Since the RTIP is a biennial program, agencies have the ability to submit to SANDAG
quarterly amendments to the RTIP. SANDAG TransNet Board policy states when quarterly

. amendments to the RTIP are submitted by local agencies and adjustments are made to projects
identified as using TransNet Local Street and Road Program funds, those amendments must have
accompanying agency resolutions approving the action. The signed resolution adopted through
this City Council action is due to SANDAG by June 10, 2011. The SANDAG Board is
scheduled to adopt the 2010 RTIP on July 15, 2011.

Due to revised revenue projections, an additional $3,592,713 has been included in this
amendment. Additionally, TransNet funds have accumulated $6,167,441 of interest earmings.
These increases have been programmed for Capital Improvement Projects and are detailed on the _
‘attached Program of Projects. Following City Council approval the attached list of projects will
be entered into the SANDAG’S ProjectTrak system to revise the existing 2010 RTIP.

Also, included in this action is a request to close the Imperial Avenue Bus & Troiléy Station
project (S-00001). SANDAG has agreed to fund and construct the Imperial Avenue Bus &
Troliey Station Project in association with one of their projects. Therefore, the City’s Imperial -
Avenue Bus & Trolley Station Project is no longer necessary and will be cancelled. All funds in
the project will be returned to fund balance and reallocated to other transportahon projects
eligible for Transnet funding. .

FISCAL CONSIDERATIONS:

Fiscal Year 2011 TransNet Extension budget is $24,311,251. There is an additional budget of
$126,214 available from Transnet Fund 400156 interest, $980,000 available from RTCIP Fund
400174, and $500,000 available _frdm ARRA Fund 400677, for a total of 25,917.465. '

Fiscal Year 2012 TransNet Extension budget is $24,392,233. There is an additional budget of
$6,041,227 available from Transnet Fund 400156 interest, and $954,955 available from
Closed/Abandoned projects in Transnet Fund 400156 for a total of $31,388,415.
